A Bad Name 


The following account of Canada 
in the early days appeared in an 
Iowa paper at the turn of the cen- 
tury and was clipped by the late 
Mrs. Henry Hooper, who came from 
Traier, Iowa to Didsbury district in 
1903 with her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. D.M. Stuart. The clipping has 
been given to us by Mr. Hooper. | 

“M.F. Greeley of Gary, one of 
the best authorities in South Da-| 
kota on all branches of agriculture, | 
who recently returned from the 
British northwest possessions where 
he lectured before farmer's insti- 
tutes, does not take a very hopeful 
view of the future of some portions 
of that region. He said: 

“There are stretches of the Cana- 
dian country that appear to be very 
fertile and well watered, but their 
area is infinitely small when com- 
pared with the whole. I have driven 
for miles and miles without en- 
countering a drop of water, and 
finally when I found it I ran across 
it in one of the places’ which I 
would call a government sink hole 

“The Canadian government, in 
order to supply water, has excavat- 


}ed many large holes in the center 


of the roadway, where the water 
accumulates in large quantities. 
thus providing a burial place of sur- 
plus jackrabbits and gophers. Here 
the water will remain for months 
and when used it is drained oft 
through a small bed of charcoal 
and hauled to the neighboring 
farms. 

“Such a country it not fit for 
farming, and when people are made 
to believe that they can live there 
and prosper as agriculturists, it is 
a huge mistake.”

MAY OPEN ALASKA ROAD

There are good prospects of the 
Alaska highway being opened to 
tourist traffic this summer, accord- 
ing to information received by the 
Alberta Motor Association.

Experenience and experiments 
have definitely shown that profit- 
uble year-round pig production is 
possible when ordinary farm feeds 
ure suitably fortified with the nec- 
essary protein, mineral and vitamin 
| supplements, says W. W. Cram, 
Dominion Experimental Farm, In- 
dian Head, Sask. 

The provision of essential sup- 
plements for the maintence of 
health, thrift and normal growth is 
neither complicated nor costly 
When reasonable amounts of skim- 
milk or buttermilk, green feed in 
the form of pasture, well cured alf- 
alfa leaves or alfalfa meal, and com- 
mon salt are supplied, a large part 
of the deficiences of common feeds 
will be corrected 

If skimmilk or buttermilk are not 

available, tankage fed at the rate 
| of 10 per cent for weanlings, 8 per 
'cent for growing pigs and pregnant 
sows, and 5 per cent for finishing 
pivs, or mature dry sows, will sun- 
| ply the extra protein and calcium 
required. From one-half to 
pound of common salt in 100 
pounds of meal mixture is neces- 
sary for pigs of all ages unless mix- 
ed minerals or a protein-mineral 
supplement is fed.

terim Forces prior to April 30, 1946. 
This has been authorized by Order 
in Council P. C. 1298. | 

Furthermore, those who are dis- 
charged after April 30 will also re- 
tain full reinstatement rights, if 
they have applied for 
prior to that date. 

The Minister stated that although 
the Reinstatement Act was a war 
measure to preserve the civilian 
employment rights of those return- 
ing to pre-enlistment employment 
from the Wartime Armed Forces, 
this protection had been extended 
up to the present to those who con- 
idered that their service in the In- 
terim Forces was necessary during 
the reorganization period 

The regulations state that) if a 
member of the Interim Forces ap- 
plies for discharge prior to April 30 
the period allowed for him to claim 
reinstatement dates from the day of 
his discharge.
